rutal snd kill a few more people, but
Xorea is not so far advanced as we are and
should be given some Iatitude in this re-
gard.

“The two sections of the town organize
themselves into armies. They are, of
course, made up of the rabble. They then
proceed to an open place between two hills,
where they meet in conflict, fighting with
stones and rocks. They are well organized.
First in rank come men with padded spits,
then come the stone throwers and behind
these the sharpshooters, who are armed
with slings. The conflict is watched by
thousands from the hillsidesand the victory
consists in driving the opponenta off the
field. These fights are kept up for 15 days
and resu.t frequently in desths, but still the
participants call it sport and go into it for
[::lnmc The light in which we hold foot.

Il explains the piace the stone fights hoid
in the Korean mind,

**Korea is a constitutional monarchy. The
King bas power of life and death, bat isun-
der the direction of & certain class of noble-
men. The written constitution is very
small, yet it can be said that Korea is the
only country in the East that has one.

Musn't Use the King's Name,

“It is considered sacrilege to mention the
King’s name until after lie diex Yoo
mever hear the King wspoken of by his
name—it is Our Majesty always.

“Koreans are very bacrkward about taking
uy mew idess. They consider all things
good come from China. Even the English
cutlery, they say, comes from there, because
it passes l.hrongh the country. The King
was desirous to show his subjects that this
ides was erroneous, so he sent over to
Americs and got an American eleotric llght
plaui, which now lights his palace.

“Koreans wear the same costumes and
use ihe same form of language cs the so-
cient Chinese did. Koreans look upon
America as & protecsoress. Ove of the
greatest honors which could be bestowed
upon 4 person was given to the United
States representutive. The palace has
three adjoining gates; the middle one for
use of the King, no one but he being per-
wisted to enter through it; the two side

gates for servants and visitors. Upon one
occasion the miadle gate was opened for the
United States Consul to enter in. This is

the first tioe any one but the King huitnr
been permitted to use it.”
